The J, P. Seeburg Corp. of Chicago, originally a major 
manufacturer of coin operated pianos in the 1920's and 
later juke koxes and arcade rifle ranges, introduced a line 
of slots in 1973. Patterned after the Bally, their electro- 
mechanical slot had a limited impact on the Nevada 
market. In 1978, when Resorts International opened in 
Atlantic City, Seeburg was given a large order. 



Realizing the tremendous earning power of slots 
which they were producing, Bally Manufacturing 
entered the casino business during 1979 with the 
opening of Bally Park Place in Atlantic City. Like an 
Iowa cornfield, rows upon rows of Bally LOW BOY 
machines extend almost as far as the eye can see.
